scrip.  He  noted  that  he  found  several  pieces  that  he  did  not  have  in  hi 
collection. .. .YOU  can  be  the  winner  this  monthi !!! I  .... i . SCRIPTOR  LR 
LITTLETON  of  Pounding  Mill,  VA  forwards  interesting  information  on  the 
ONSTAD  MINE  OF  CQALRIDGE,  MONTANA.  He  forwarded  a  copy  of  a letter  from 
a  friend  (Bernice  Brenteson)  which  merits  some  publication  on  the 
bulletin.  I  will  reprint  this  in  another  section  of  the  bulletin  alonq 

with  SCRIPTOR  LITTLETON'S  comments . SCRIPTOR  R.  R.  TIPPY  pens  that 

he  really  enjoyed  the  Beckley  Convention.  He  noted  that  they  made  a  rush 
trip  to  LaGrange,  Georgia  the  next  day  and  that  both  he  and  Eleanor  were 

"bushed"  for  several  days . TIPPY  also  forwarded  information  on  the 

MCNABB  COAL  AND  COKE  COMPANY  which  will  also  be  presented  in  another 

section  of  the  bulletin . SCRIPTOR  BILL  WILLIGES  of  California  notes 

that  my  recent  question  as  to  why  the  Dayton,  Ohio  Post  Office  ordered 
5,000  tokens  from  Ingle  (see  last  issue  of  bulletin  listing  maverick 
tokens  in  1938)  states  that  they  might  have  been  used  in  connection  with 
placing  a  token  on  registered  mail  sticks.  He  notes  that  he  has  some 
modern  ones  that  were^used  for  this  purpose  from  New  Mexico  office.  Any 
other  member  have  a  possible  reason  for  a  Post  Office  to  use  tokens??? 
....SCRIPTOR  AL  ZAIKA  of  New  Jersey  wrote  that  the  JOHNSON  TAVERN 
tokeh  listed  in  the  last  Mail  Sale  was  a  fantasy  (token  was  withdrawn 
from  sale  as  will  be  noted).  He  noted  that. .the  tokens  were  made  by 
ALLAN  JOHNSON  of  East  Holden,  Maine  as  samples  from  his  token  and 
medal  stricking  business  a  few  years  back.  Mr.  Johnson  also  informed 
that  his  family  actually  ran  a  lumber  operation  in  Dedham,  but  never 

issued  any  tokens . SCRIPTOR  JOHN  HOYER  wrotes  "..the  scrip  from  the 

last  Mail  Sale  was  a  fine  selection.  I  was  pleasantly  surprised  at 
what  I  walked  away  with  and  the  prices  that  paid  for  the  lots.  Only  a 
few  were  duplicates  but  over  twenty  new  pieces  including  two  sets  -  a 

great  Mail  Bid  Sale  for  me." . JOHN  also  noted  that  it  was  very 

refreshing  to  him  to  purchase  something  that  is  rare  and  also  historically 
significant  (coal  tokens).  He  plans  to  make  the  Fall  1986  Covention 
in  Kentucky.  He  notes  that  collecting  coal  and  lumber  has  put  some 
fun  back  in  numismatics  for  him  after  many  disappointments  with  coin 

collecting . NEW  SCRIPTOR  L.T. WILLIAMSON  of  South  ’'Carolina  writes 

he  has  just  received  his  first  bulletin  and  am  very  pleased.  He  notes 
that  he  has  been  interested  incoal  mine  scrip  for  years  but  had  never 
found  anyone  else  who  was  interested  until  he  noted  the  article  on 
NSCA  in  one  of  the  coin  publications.  He  contacted  BILL  WILLIAMS  who 
was  helpful  in  getting  him  started  as  a  new  member  of  NSCA. .  He  notes 
that  he  was  born  in  Logan,  West  Virginia  but  left  for  South  Carolina 
at  age  17.

Even  tho  we  might  have  plenty  of  pennies,  many  sales  (all  under  50$)  call  for 
counting  out  four  pennies  for  the  customer  or  on  $1.00  sales  (and  less  to  50$) 
three  cents  back.  This  return  on  each  sale  calls  for  many  coins  and  for  much 
counting,  if  you  can  produce  500  of  each  of  these  (2$,  3$  and  4\$)  for  half 

value  or  less  for  experiment,  I  will  gladly  try  out  the  Idea  and  report  back  to 
you. "End  of  Quote. 

(Comment;  The  West  Virginia  Legislature  passed  in  1933  a 
Consumers  Sales  Tax  measure  that  called  for  the  payment  of 
a  1$  tax  on  each  purchase  of  10$  or  more.  Thus,  the  need 
for  many  pennies  in  the  coal  company  scrip  office.  Too,  the 
pennies  of  one  company  would  normally  be  taken  at  the  store 
oi  another  company  which  would  create  a  shortage  of  tokens. 

This  store  manager  (incidentally  still  living  near  here)  must  * 
have  TTitten  to  Mr .  Ed  Ingle  of  Ingle- Schierloh  since  the  3$ 
token  that  I  nave  was  made  by  them.  It  would  appear  that 
Oreo  did  not  care  to  conduct  the  experiment  and  Ingle  made 
.  up  one  sample  (or  possibly  more)  and  sent  one  (or  more)  along 
to  the  store  manager.  I  am  attempting  to  contact  Mr.  Rupert 
and  if  additional  information  is  secured,  it  will  be  presented 
as  an  item  of  general  interest  in  a  future  bulletin, )

NOTES  AND  COMMENTS  ON  MONTANA  SCRIP :  (As  provided  for  SCRIP  TALK  by 
L.R.  Littleton;....  Information  from  a  letter  from  Bernice  Brenteson 
of  Montana  is  presented  along  with  comments  from  Scriptor  Littleton.. 
(Littleton:.  "if  you  will  check  in  Edkins  Catalog  under  Montana,  you 
will  note  Coal  Ridge,  Montana  and  on  the  other  page  a  sketch  of  a  token 
from  the  George  Onstad  Mine  Store.  Marlowe  Onstad  is  the  grandson  of 
George  Onstad.  Mrs.  Brenteson  and  her  family  bought  the  store  from 
Buchwald  &  Lobdell  and  she  very  nicely  sent  me  some  Buckwald  &  Lobdell 
tokens .. .out  west  the  terminology  is  tokens  and  not  scrip.  Mrs. 
Brenteson  said  the  two- stores  in  Coalridge  were  not  company  stores.) 

(Brenteson:  "I  will  try  to  answer  your  questions  about  the  Onstad 

Mine.  The  first  Coalridge  was  located  1  3/4  miles  NE  of  the 
present  Coalridge.  The  Hansen  brothers  started  the  coal  mine  there 
which  they  sold  to  aman  named  Hallick  who  in  turn  sold  it  to  George 
Onstad.  He  also  owned  a  store  there  but  it  really  wasn't  a  company 
store,  as  such.  There  were  probably  never  more  than  5  or  6  miners 
working  there  at  one  time.  I've  never  seen  any  of  the  tokens  from 
there.  They  mostly  sold  groceries  to  the  settlers  in  the  area.  There 
was  a  drug  store,  bank  and  even. a  newspaper  called  the  "Coalridge 

f°r  s  time.  Also  a  post  office.  After  the  mine  started  operating 
at  the  present  site  of  Coalridge  everything  closed  up  at  old 
Coalridge.  Buckwald  &  Lobdell  had  purdthased  the  store  from  George 
in  1918  and  they  moved  up  here  in  1926.  George's  sone  Clarence  lives 
in  Plentywood.  X  don  t  know  how  well  he  is  but  if  you  want  more 
inflation  you  could  write  to  his  son:  Marlowe  Onstad,  Westley,  MT 
59275.  I  tooke  these  names  and  dates  from  our  Sheridan  County  Histor 
book.  My  husband  knew  George  quite  well  as  he  and  Clarence  were 

friends.  You  can  see  George's  farm  from  our  window.  No  one  lives 
there  now.  "

(Littleton:  "I  worked  in  Northeast  Montana  from  1977  until  June  1984 

ana  drove  within  2  miles  of  Coalridge  twice  a  week  and  never  visited. 

I  have  also  been  in  Roundup  on  several  occasions.  In  December  of  1985 
I  spent  the  entire  month  near  Coalridge  but  when  I  wanted  to  visit 
the  blizzard  was  too  bad.  My  question  is  —  when  are  tokens  coal 
store  tokens?  Ms.  Brenteson  says  'no'  and  suppose  Marlowe  Onstad 
,  the  grandson,  agrees." 


NOTES  ON  "THE  MCNABB  COAL  S  COKE  COMPANY"  AS  PROVIDED  BY  R.  R.  TIPPY 

The  company  was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 
The  company  started  acquiring  coal  land  in  1883..  On  June  21,1884  , 
the  company  stockholders  held  a  meeting  in  Lawr eircebur g ,  Dearborn  Co. 
At  this  meeting  they  voted  to  issue  100  each  bonds  for  $500.  for  the 
payment  of  4,239  acres  (McEwen  grant).  L.  F.  Headrick  of  Chattanooga 
was  made  trustee  for  sale  of  these  bonds. 

A  previous  sale  on  October  15,  1883,  by  George  N.  Leighton  and  wife, 
Julia  of  Hamilton  County  to  McNabb  Coal  &  Coke  showed  the  location  of 
this  land  to  be  in  Mullins  Cove  on  the  Tennessee  River.  Time  limited 
my  checking  additional  listings,  however,  Book  Q  Page  440  and  Book  R 
Pages  16  and  17  did  reflect  that  this  company  made ' purchase s  and/or 
had  agreements  with  the  Consolidated  Coal  &  Iron  Company  on  Sept.  20, 
1887  and  with  the  C.C.  &  I  Co.  and  the  T.C.C.  &  I  Co.  during  the 
month  of  February  1885. 

The  bottom  line  of  my  research  indicates  that  tokens  from  this  company 
were  used  no  earlier  than  the  1880' s  -  probably  used  in  the  1890's.

THE  REAL  ANSWER 


There  is  «n  old  story  among  Industrial  Relations  and  Employment  people 
about  the  Employment  Interviewer  who  was  asked  to  find  a  well  qualified 
secretary  for  a  high  level  manager. 

The  Interviewer  selected  three  women  on  the  ba^is  of  extensive  aptitude, 
psychological,  and  performance  tests.  He  then  asked  the  Manager  to  sit 
in  on  the  final  selection  test  for  each  applicant  and  make  his  decision. 

The  Interviewer  called  in- the  first  applicant  and  asked  her  to  give,  him 
the  answer  to  '2  plus  2*.  Without  hesitation  she  said  '4'.  She  was 
asked  to  wait  until  the  other  two  had  been  tested.  The  Interviewer  told 
Manager  that  this  was  a  very  intelligent,  sound  and  capable  applicant. 
Since  she  did  not  hesitate  in  giving  her  answer  to  such  a  basic  question, 
She  would  make  a  very  dependable  secretary.
